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call each other liars

With town election just days away, 
the start and close of Monday's 
board of selectmen meeting was 
given not to town business but to 
town politics, 

The festivities began with an 
objection from Selectman Diane 
Allan over the approval of minutes, 
the usual course of business after 
roll call and the transmitting of the 
treasury warrant. 

Allan said she objected to minutes 
presented for the Feb, 13 mecting, 
at which Chairman Michael McCoy 
read a prepared statement 
pertaining Allan and Sélectman 
Gerald Duggan and the recent water 
and sewer investigatioh by the 
Wilmington Police Department. 

In that statement, McCoy charged 
that Allan and Duggan attempted to 
undo safeguards put in place by 
Town Manager Michael Caira to 
spare the town prosecution from the 
District Attorney's Office for 
illegal acts within the water and 
sewer department. Changes by 
Caira included consolidating the 
water and sewer department within 
the DPW. In his statement, McCoy 
references a report from Police 
Chief Bobby Stewart summarizing 
the investigation. Neither Allan nor 
Duggan are named or implicated in 
this summary or the extensive 
police report it was drawn from. 

During the summer of 1993, Allan 
and Duggan comprised a 
subcommittee formed by then 
Chairman Chester Bruce at their 
request to look into a 10.5 percent 
rate increase and attempt to answer 
"questions regarding the operation 
of the water department now that it 
is consolidated with the Department 
of Public Works," according to a 
report of the subcommittee issued 
Oct. 12 of 1993, 

Part of that report's conclusion 
states "We can see no reason why 
the Water and Sewer Department 
has to be part of the Dept. of Public 
Work: If the Water and Sewer 
Department was removed from the 
DPW, the allocated charges could 
be reduced." 

McCoy quoted the first statement 
in the above paragraph in his Feb. 
13 statement. McCoy also at that 
time charged a conflict of interest 
and subsequent cover-up attempt by 
Allan regarding work her husband, 
George Allan, did for the town 
through the engineering firm 
Dufresne-Henry, Inc. Monday, 
McCoy again charged Diane Allan 
with the conflict and asked George 
Allan, who was in the audience, if 
Dufresne-Henry had ever done 
work for the town, producing 
documents from the police report - 
which includes all department 
documents available from 1990 to 
1993 - showing the company did do 
business with the town, 

George Allan responded from the 
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audience and later issued an 
impromptu statement to the press 
stating his company did do work for 
the town but that no conflict was 
involved. Allan left the board of 
water and sewer commissioners in 


October of 1988, two years before 
Dufresne-Henry conducted business 
with the town (between October of 
1990 and February of 1992). Diane 
Allan was clected to the board of 
selectmen in April of 1993. Allan 
further stated that "In April of 
1990, Town Counsel indicated there 
was no problem with George Allan 
working with the town.” 

Allan said Monday that the portion 
of the minutes pertaining to 
McCoy's statement were incomplete 
and in 


ant part of the lies in the 
minutes, I want all of the lies in the 
minutes..... Mr. McCoy has made 
these statements with malicious 
intent, and I want to see them in 
writing,” Allan said. 

McCoy countered that Allan's 
objections were politically 
motivated - an attempt to publicly 
call him a liar the weck before the 
election, 

Duggan said he wanted part of 
McCoy's statement - which reads 
"..well anyone who endorses you 
endorses the idea to steal..." - also 
included in the minutes. 

Atone point during this portion of 
the meeting, McCoy pointed across 
the board at Allan, saying "You're 
out of order, Mrs. Allan, I'm ruling 
you out of order." 

“You can rule me whatever you 
want," Allan replied, "I object to 
these minutes.” 

Cain got in on the act, too, 
requesting that Allan read McCoy's 
statement aloud for clarification 
purposes, after Allan referred to it 
as "The exact statement relating to 
me, my husband and my husband's 
company.” 

In the end, it was Selectman 
Chester Bruce, who has not really 
been a party to either side of the 
water and sewer debate, but who 
was agonizing through what was his 
last meeting as a Wilmington 
Selectman. 

"That's fine, Mr 
finally 


Cain,” Bruce 
said after a motion by 


Duggan to table the minutes until 
the next meeting had been seconded 
by Allan, "I'm not interested in 
objections, I'm interested in 
continuing with town business. This 
is my last meeting and | wanted to 
go out with a smile, but I'm getting 
warm.” 

The vote to table was passed, 3-2, 
with McCoy and Cain voting 
against. 

After, Caira explained that "The 
minutes are intended to be a 
summary representation as to what 
happened at the meeting.” 

What Allan requested, however, 
was that a verbatim transcription of 
McCoy's statement be included in 
the minutes. Following the vote, 
McCoy directed the board's 
secretary to make such a 
transcription available for 
amendment into the minutes 
pending a vote. 

In the nightcap of this political 


doubleheader, under "new 
business,” Allan read from a 
prepared statement, saying 


essentially that she’s not going to 
take it anymore and issuing conflict 
of interest countercharges against 
Cain involving his brother's towing 
work for the town and an Annual 
Town Meeting incident where Cain 
spoke on behalf of his brother's 
rezoning article from the stage and 
not the floor as a citizen. Cain 
charged Allan and Duggan with a 
conflict of interest at the board's 
Feb. 27 meeting for their 
subcommittee work and 
participation in executive sessions 
pertaining to the police 
investigation. Cain then proceeded 
to rehash public reports of the 
police investigation; and McCoy 
stated that all Allan and Duggan 
cared about during executive 
session meetings with Stewart was 
whether or not there would be 
Prosecutions, to which Duggan 
replied "That's a lic as usual" and 
“Let's get out of here: 

Soon after, Bruce rose and McCoy 
adjourned the mecting into 
executive session. 

The board did vote to make public 
all executive session minutes dealing 
with the police investigation into the 
watcr and sewer department

After 18 years as an elected 
official for the town, Selectman 
Chester Bruce bid farewell to the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
and public life Monday night. 

In what could have been his final 
mecting as a public servant, Bruce, 
who announced at the Jan. 23 
selectmen's mecting he would not 
seek reelection for a third term on 
the board (though left open the 
possibility he may run in the 
future), thanked the townspeople, 
town employees, and his wife, Joan, 
and eight children in a short but 
emotional speech near the close of 
the meeting. 

“Last of all, I would like to thank 
my wife and family for the time to 
be here, because they've given it to 
me,” he said. 

Prior to that moment, the board 
offered thanks and well-wishes to 
Bruce, who served the last six years 
on the board of selectmen, including 
one as chairman. Bruce spent the 12 
years before his election to the 
board as a member of the 
conservation commission, the last 
11 as chairman. 

Chairman Michael McCoy, who 
succeeded Bruce in the center seat, 
Presented the latter with a plaque - 
complete with chairman's gavel - on 
behalf of the board. Board

YOU, THEIRS, AND 
THE POST OFFICE 
There is a reason why tax 
returns and other important 
documents should be sent to the 
Internal Revenue Service by 
certified mail. The receipt you get 
is your only proof of filing on 
time. Your return is considered 
filed when mailed - but only if the 
IRS receives it. If it is lost in the 
mail, there is no postmarked 

envelope to prove it. 

If you move, let the IRS know. 
If the IRS sends you a deficiency 
notice and for some reason the 
post office does not forward it, 
it's your headache; the notice is 
still considered valid, even if you 
don't get a chance to contest it. 
Best bet: file IRS Form 8822 
when you change your address. 
Call 800-829-3676 for a free copy 
of the form. 

If you get any sort of notice 
from the IRS, even if you're sure 
it's in error, do not ignore it. 
Penaltics and interest may ensue. 
Answer it promptly, including-a 
copy of the notice and your Social 
Security number. If you have any 
questions, see your tax adviser; be 
sure he or she gets copies of all 
your correspondence with the 
IRS.

It's Forsythia time again! 


by Jackie Leszczak-Stone 
Yellow...the first color of spring. 
When I think spring, I think 
yellow. Early yellow crocus, yellow 
daffodils, the lime yellow tones of 
early leaves and of course forsythia. 
This hardy shrub is widely planted 
as a specimen, as a hedge and in 
mixed borders. It is the first really 
showy flowering shrub to bloom 
and will tolerate almost any type of 
soil, including clay, as well as 
partially shady conditions. 
Although all varieties of this 
common plant have yellow flowers, 
there are many shades and forms to 
choose from. The most common 
and most spectacular is the Showy 
Boarder Forsythia (F.x intermedia 
"Spectabills"). This bright yellow 
plant grows to cight feet tall and is 
idea for use as a hedge. "Lynwood 
Gold" provides flowers in a more 
golden yellow-shade and. "Gold 
Leaf" has yellow flowers followed

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by yellowish foliage. The variety 
Forsythia mandschurica "Vermont 
Sun" is more upright and has light 
yellow flowers that bloom almost a 
week earlier than other varieties. 
Vermont Sun and the other early 
forsythias, like Northern Sun and 
New Hampshire Gold are among the 
hardiest, but some sources claim 
that they bloom less profusely. 

There are also dwarf forsythias 
that can be used to cover slopes. The 
best variety for our area is Amold 
Dwarf (about two to three feet 
high). It will provide spring yellow 
color on banks and in the front of 
taller plants in the shrub border. 

Forsythia plants bloom on last 
year's wood, which means that 
older wood docs not bloom. You 
will often sce older hedges of 
forsythia that bloom very sparsely. 
These plants can be revived by 
aggressive pruning just after the 
flowers have passed. This is best 
accomplished in three steps. First 
remove any dead stems and side 
shoots. Next remove any spindly 
growth by cutting it back to a strong 
side shoot. Finally cut out about 20 
to 25 percent of the old, thick, 
woody stems. Cut them out just 
above ground level, Rake out old 
leaves and debris from the base, add 
some general purpose fertilizer and 
lightly mulch the base of the plants. 
This process can be repeated 
annually on older forsythias. It 
forces the plants to put energy into 
producing new stem growth and 
you will be rewarded with dense 
golden displays every spring. 

If yellow isn’t your color there is a 
"White forsythia." Although it is 
only a relative, the Korean White 
Forsythia, (Abcliophyllum 
distichum) has a similar form and is 
similarly tolerant of most growing 
conditions. The white flowers are 
highly fragrant but it needs a 
slightly warmer (more protected) 
spot than its yellow cousins. 

P.S. Despite the recent cold snap, 
my spinach and pea plants are up in 
the vegetable garden. Nothin’ can 
stop us now (knock on old wood)!

Approximately 30 Tewksbury 
teachers are taking part in 
Curriculum Framework study 
groups, The purpose of these 
groups is to discuss, review, and 
report on the ideas of the 
curriculum frameworks which 
were mandated by the legislature in 
the Educational Reform Act of 
1993. According to Dr. Joseph 
Walsh, director of curriculum, 
"they represent the first time in 
Massachusetts that the state will 
have uniform expectations of what 
students should know and be able to 
do at different grade levels."

McDougall and Lawrence Baster 
(who are on the history/social 
studies and applied arts study 
groups respectively) attended a 
curriculum framework workshop 
sponsored by the DOE on Tanitare 
27. In a report on the workshop 
Walsh said, "The frameworks are 
intended to be interactive 
documents.” He explained that they 
“will not provide a scope and 
sequence for a curriculum, rather 
they will put forth the 
issues/questions students should 
grapple with at different grade 
levels." While they're not steadfast 
tules they will provide teachers 
with some direction, "they will be 
specific enough to give structure 
and guidance to teachers," Walsh 
said. 

Tewksbury has formed three 
study groups to review the 
curriculum frameworks in three of 
the seven areas: history/social 
Studies, applied arts, and health.

Actually, Wilmington did alot of 
good things in the game, except for 
five errors, a few walks and a few 
hitsbatsmen, But, head coach Dick 
Scanlon saw some positives that he 
can carry over onto the league 
opener when they travel to 
Andover, Friday, April 21st at 
2:00. 

"I think we are a year away of 
actually competing. I thought we 
did some good things both 
offensively and defensively on 
Saturday, but, a few mistakes 
really hurt us," Scanlon said. 

Before the year had even begun, 
Scanlon had penciled in what could 
have been a very promising 
pitching rotation, Senior Erik 
Froton would be the number one 
thrower with juniors Rob Parker 
and Ryan Rappolli as the number 
two and three starters. Senior 
Greg Peters, junior Jon Casey and 
sophomore Lee Trimarchi would 


be the back-ups in Scanlon's 
original plan. Now, due to 
ineligible players, injuries and a 
player quitting, the rotation has 
dwimbled down to just Peters, 
Rappolli and Trimarchi. Now, 
Scanlon is scratching his head 
wondering if he has enough 
pitching to go up against the likes 
of Andover, Central Catholic, 
Lowell and Chelmsford to name a 
few, 

"We have our work cut out for 
us. We definitely have a loaded 
schedule especially since we play 
Burlington and Reading among 
our own opponents," Scanlon said. 

"This team has a lot of ability but 
they just don't seem to have the 
leadership it needs. Injuries and 
the lack of pitching will hurt us 
and hopefully, we can overcome 
that." 

Scanlon is hoping that he can go 
with a three man rotation in which 
all three will see action in each of 
the games. 

"I'm hoping that the three guys 
can do that because if I have one go 
the whole seven innings and then I 
won't have him for the next four 
days. And I can't rely on having 
just two pitchers especially when 


we start playing Monday, Wed- 
y and Friday." 

Peters has the most of the 
experience among the three. He 
started this past Saturday. The 
first inning he walked three batters 
while giving up a hit which 
brought in two runners He 
pitched a scoreless second inning 
and then the third and fourth 
innings, errors hurt him in which 
he left trailing 6-0. Enter, Ryan 
Rappolli. Rappolli, who has a lot 
of potential, also walked a few 


batters and was hurt by the careless 
defense but his blow came when he 
gave up a grandslam to one of the 
best players in the state in Shawn 
McGowan. Enter Trimarchi, who 
finished the last two outs of the 
game. 

"I thought all three looked pretty 
good. Peters hurt himself in the 
first inning with the walks but the 
errors killed him in the other 
innings. And I thought Rappolli 
and Trimarchi did okay, too," 
Scanlon said. 

Past the pitching mound, the 
infield looks pretty impressive - 
especially the rightside. Lead-off 
hitter and shortstop Billy Harrison 
will try to overcome his impressive 
-370 average he hit last year 
Freshman Sean Kerrigan controls 
the hot corner and he will most 
likely bat third. 

The leftside has cither Peters at 
second, a smooth fielder or 
sophomore speedster Eric Clancy 
when Peters is pitching with much 
improved Jim LeCasse at first 
Last season the latter was known 
for his defense but this year. 
Scanlon says he has improved with 
his stick, 

“Jimmy has been hitting the ball 
really well, and we need him to 
come through in the middle of the 
order," 

The outfield crew took a step 
back when defensive phenomena 
Eric McKenna, broke his hand 


diving for a ball and he will be out 
another two or so weeks. His spot 
will probably go to cither senior 
Derrick White or when he doesn't 
pitch Ryan Rappolli. 
Leftfield will go to junior Phil 
's who will most likely bat 
second in the order with senior 
Paul Bruno taking up rightfield. 
Scanlon also said that Bruno has 
improved alot too with his bat. 

Last on the ficld will be 
sophomore Richie Gillis. Last 
season Gillis came on really strong 
both offensively and defensively, 
This year in limited time, it looks 
as if he has taken another major 
step in improvement

Flashback to the eighties

Since this is the last year for 
Wilmington sports in the 
Merrimack Valley, I decided to go 
back through the sports history at 
WHS in the past 15 years to 
reminiscence some good old days. 

I only picked out events that I 
thought were interesting to talk 
about. This week I chose one event 
form each year from 1980-1984. 
And the next couple of months you 
will see even more of these kinds 
of highlights. The reason why I 
chose the ones I did because it is 
nearly impossible to mentioned 
every three sport athlete, or every 
winning team or every game 
winning goal by Johnnie that has 
been recorded at WHS. If I try to 
do that people would always find a 
way to complain that I either 
forgot them or I forgot to mention 
their own kid. So I didn't want to 
deal with that - and I thought this 
way would be interesting enough 
and alot less time consuming. 

1980 WHS Field Hockey 
I picked this one because the 


1980's was field hockey in 
Wilmington. Each team was a 
powerhouse. And each tgam had 


its share of great athletes who wore 
the blue and white. 

The 1980 team however, lost in 
the Eastern Mass., North Sectional 
Championship game to Weston by 
a score of 2-0 in the final minutes. 
The team had heartstorming wins 
over Lincoln-Sudbury, New- 
buryport and Danvers to allow 
them into the final contest. 

Moreover, this team had more 
weapons than the U.S. Army. 
They ended the season with a 
remarkable 15-1-1 record which 
was led by Olympian Megan 
Donnelly and Janelle Fitch 
offensively, while, Beth Gentile 
controlled the net very effectively. 

Donnelly and Fitch led an offense 
which scored 50 goals in their 17 
games. And in the game of field 
hockey, that is alot. Gentile, on the 
other hand, allowed just 18 goals 
throughout the entire season. And 
that of course, is also extremely 
impressive. 

1981 WHS Girls Track 

With the Wilmington - Tewks- 
bury famous rival nearly coming 
to an end, I figured to pick out one 
of two key match-ups. 

The first one I picked out was the 
1981 girls spring track team who 
defeated Tewksbury to give them 
the MVC small school cham- 
pionship. And it was a rout. 
79-39 to be exact. 

Wilmington had a talented team 
under then head coach Frank 
Kelley. Whether it was Heidi 
Wiberg or Mary McNaughton or 
Margaret Mooney or Sue Lawler 
or Karen Rowe or Deidre O'Reilly 
or Lisa Lombard or Stephanie 
Briggs or even Helen Desforge, 
Wilmington was stacked in every 
event. 

Both Mooney and Lawler broke 
school records in that victory. The 
former jumped 1611.5" in the 


longjump which broke the previous 
record which was 10'.5". The 
latter broke a school record in the 
440 when she finished with a time 
of 61.0 seconds which was two 
seconds better by the previous 
holder. 

The Cats had a slew of first place 
finishers. Mooney in the hurdles 
and the 440 relay team; 
McNaughton in the two mile; 
Lawler in the 440; Rowe in the 
220; Desforge in the mile and 
OReilly in the javelin to name a 
few of them. 

1982 Wilm. Tennis Club 

This event was different but it 
caught my eye. It was not a high 
school team - it was just for fun. 


President and Vice President at 
that time, Kevin Field and Barry 
Cahill, respectively, had a real 
good thing going at the time, with 
alot of fun which included many 
good matches, 

Let's go down the list. Top seeds 
Kevin Field and Bob Perry who 
were upset by Sean O'Breirne and 
Tim Curran, respectively in the 
men's division. In the women's 
division, Lois Bova defeated Julic 
Curran in the early rounds three 
very intriguing sets. 

Other notable matches and 
quibbles to tell you about is Dave 
Webster, Sr., who beat both Dave 
Kiatowski and Patrick Hoffman 
and then lost the following day to 
Rich Bova in the men's side. 
Joanie O'Breirne was honored for 
the women's side when she 
defeated such talented players as 
Judy Page and Violet O'Malley. 
Gayle Fald and Jerry Bishop also 
were honored for their non-stop 
hustle kind of play. 

Switch back to the boys and Dave 
Kwiatowski and Lenny Licari 
played their hearts out as Licari 
won by scores of 6-4, 7-6. 

The champions for the men's side 
was Bobby Williams who defeated 
Rich Bova in the championship by 
scores of 6-4, 7-6. And for the 
women, the champion was Susan 
Gillespie who beat Lois Bova 6-3, 
6-4. 


1983 Turkey Game 


In their first time since 1979, the 
Wildcats beat Tewksbury by a 
score of 35-21. And that was after 
the Redmen piled up a 13-0 lead 
after the first quarter. 

After Tewksbury scored those 
first two touchdowns, Dean 
Anthanasia scored two touchdowns 
on identical plays from the one yard 
liner where he scooted in from the 
quarterback’s slot to tic the game up 
going into halftime. 

Wilmington came right back with 
the same momentum from their 
lockerroom when Athanasia hit 
Brian Moon on a 14 yard pass for a 
21-13 lead. The quarterback then 
scored his third touchdown of the 
game on a four yard run to boost the 
lead up to 14, 

In the final quarter, both teams 
exchanged touchdowns as Wil- 
mington held onto the lead for the 
victory. Paul Caizzi scored on a one 
yard plunge play to. give 
Wilmington a big 35-14 lead at the 
time. Tewksbury got one fouch- 
down back but that was not enough 
as Wilmington prevailed under then 
head coach Ed Harrison for a sweet 
win, 


1984 WHS Ice Hockey 

I picked this one out for many 
reasons: 1), I remember watching 
the game at a young nine years of 
age at Boston Garden as if it was 
yesterday and 2). any team that 
makes a trip to the Garden deserves 
to be mentioned and finally 3). 


because a few weeks ago | 
mentioned this team but said the 
year was 1984 and thanks to player 
Jay Barrett for pointing that out to 
me. 

Back to the team's success, they 
made their big entry to the famous 
building when they took on highly 
touted Christopher Columbus. CC 
knocked them out from any chances 
of a state championship when they 
defeated them by a score of 8-3. 

To get to the championship game, 
the team behind then head coach Bill 
Cullen, beat Concord Carlisle, 
Hanover, and Franklin, A year 
before, Franklin had beaten 
Wilmington in the semi-final - how 
sweet revenge can be? 

The team had two talented 
netminders in Dan Gunn and Peter 
Wolfe, The former had the 
victories in the games against 
Concord-Carlisle and Franklin, 
while, the latter had the win against 
Hanover, Both of them however, 
played in the championship game. 

Offensively the team was led by

someone, so that other people 
won't have to go through what they 
had to." 

Spinal cord injuries, which result 
in paralysis of certain parts of the 
body and corresponding loss of 
sensation, affect at least 7,800 
people in the United States each 
year - people like Teresa. 

Teresa was 22 when a car 
accident paralyzed her from the 
waist down, She called the NSCIA 
hotline desperate for help. For a 
year Teresa had to bump herself 
down the stairs on the seat, pulling 
her chair behind her. NSCIA staff 
connected her with vocational 
rehabilitation services and with a 
state agency to buy her a porch lift. 
Working together with NSCIA, 
Teresa can get out of her house on 
her own and is now attending 
college. Teresa now shows others 
that having a spinal cord injury 
does not mean your life is over. 

The funds raised by Covino and 
other runners in the Boston 
Marathon will help NSCIA to 
expand its national hotline services, 
which currently provide 1,200 
people a month with much needed 
information and referrals.

Going fly fishing - match the hatch 


by Bill Conlon 

Trout are finicky eaters. Unlike 
bass, which will gulp down nearly 
anything that looks like food, trout 
are single-minded about chow. 

Of course, most trout came from 
a hatchery, where they ate nothing 
but ... um ... Purina Trout Chow, 
or something like it. (I hear tell that 
throwing a handful of sand into the 
water, to simulate the sound of food 
pellets being sprinkled at the fish 
factory, may attract hatchery trout. 
Sounds reasonable, doesn't it?) 

Once the trout are acclimated to 
their new home (if they survive that 
long) they develop the eating habits 
of natives, Or close enough. 

If today they're eating litle blue 
bugs with orange spots, then they'll 
eat NOTHING but little blue bugs 
with orange spots. Period. If they 
switch to green bugs with red and 
black wings tomorrow, those blue 
bugs with orange spots are ignored 
like a red traffic light in Boston. 

So, give them what they want or 
go fishless. Simple as that. Which 
brings us to one of the finer points 
in the art of fly fishing: "Matching 
the Hatch." 

When aquatic insects hatch, they 
do so by the millions, On any given 
day the stream may be covered with 
bugs, such as mayflies or stoneflies 
or caddis flies, with the trout gulp- 
ing them by the handful. The bugs 
rise to the surface en masse, squirm 
out of their larval cases, and take 
wing in one of nature's loveliest 
spectacles, while the hungry trout 
are underneath sucking them down 
like cocktail peanuts. It's all part of 
the tapestry, so just accept it. 

Our dutiful fly angler admires the 
hatch for a few minutes, looks into 
his rusty box of trout flies, and sure 
enough, he doesn't have a blessed 
thing that even remotely resembles 
an emerging adult mayfly. Great. 
Now what to do? If the trout want 
emerging mayflies, then all they'll 
eat is emerging mayflies. Match it 
or scratch it, pal. 

You could carry a "Noah's Ark" 
sized trout fly collection, with two 
of every bug in the known world, 
but that's rather awkward to carry, 
especially since you'll be wading in 
moving water, 

You could just give up and grab a 
beer at the local pub, but that's not 
as much fun as fishingrhatch, Does 
the local general store carry flies to 
match the local hatches? Many do! 
It's definitely worth asking! 

Instead, the most devoted of the 
fly-fishing fraternity bring a small 
package of fly-tying equipment to 
the riverside, in one of their count- 
less vest pockets, The streamside kit 
is a smaller version of their all-out 
fly-tying gear, with a tiny vise and 
only a handful of feathers, threads 
and suchlike, unlike the at-home fly

Matching the 
hatch at the streamside is the acme 
of trout fishing with a fly rod. And 
if it works, if the simulacrum does 
the trick and fools trout, there are 
few greater satisfactions in life. 
Whenever I see a gent in a tweed 
coat, sitting beside the brook with a 
dead bug on his knee and a fly-tying 
vise on his lap, humming to himself 
as he whips up a new trout fly, I uy 


to give him a wide berth. 
He's on a mission, and it's not for 
me to interrupt.

“My mother was the classiest 
person,” he says. “I'm proud of 
the fact she had the chance to 
see my family live by her ideals 
because she was the one who 
taught me all the true values of 
life.” 

He’s also proud of his 
Wakefield origins; Reading con:

presidency; 1994 title, ‘Eastern 
Massachusetts Sub-Varsity 
Soccer Coach of the Year’; stu- 
dents; and teams. He’s excited 
to have been the assistant coach 
of this year’s Middlesex League 
championship boys soccer team, 
“the first Reading High boys 
soccer team to have ever won 
‘The League Championship.” 
And passionate about the spe- 
cial role Reading plays ir the 
Massachusetts Special 
Olympics. 

On March 11th, the Reading 
High boys soccer team hosted 
more than 200 Special Olympian 
athletes at the Eastern Regional 
Basketball Playdowns, an event 
Welford orchestrated. More than 
50 Reading High soccer players, 
cheerleaders, managers, and 
fans as well as more than 50 of 
their parents also shared in the 
day, which occurred with the 
blessing of several Reading 
groups and the hands-on partici- 
pation of Celtic Pervis Ellison. 

“We started off four years ago 
with about 25 people,” says 
Welford, “and last month, we 
had 17 teams of Special 
Olympians from all over the 
state at the Reading High field 
house. It's a great, great day - a 
wonderful day for the town. We 
have a blast. It’s great for the 
Olympians - some of whom have 
been here every year; and for 
our kids - who act as referees, 
time keepers, scorers, mentors, 
and coaches. They always ask 
when they can do it again.” 

In his rookie role on the 
Celtics board, Welford finds him- 
self organizing parties for, rub- 
bing elbows with, and “being the 


"eyes and ears of” the Celtics but 


his main thrill remains working 
with kids. 

“Although I no longer teach, 
I’ve always had the school sys- 
tem at heart,” he says. “During 
my term as president of Rotary, 
the children were my main goal.

But even the Celtics who 
courted Welford would have to 
concede he’s not perfect: he 
coaches soccer; loves “golf, golf, 
golf!”; and, with no hoopla at 
all, easily makes a pitch for his 
all-time favorite sports figure:

Committee has voted unani- 
mously to approve a proposed 
fiscal 1996 budget of $21,007,531, 
up 3.1 percent as mandated by 


the Education Reform Act. 
Proposed salaries total 
$16,254,806; non-salaries, 


$4,752,725. 

Although ‘Superintendent of 
Schools Robert Neely initially 
proposed a 4.4 percent increase, 
the School Committee - thinking 
that increase wouldn’t get past 
the Ways and Means Committee 
or Town Meeting - called for 
cuts totaling about $269,000. 

Cut from that budget at this 
point are: one middle school 
special] education inclusion spe- 
cialist (at $33,894); one “roam- 
ing” elementary substitute 
teacher (at $11,700); $40,000 each 
for the Fox Hill, Memorial and 
Pine Glen elementary schools 
(now $20,000 each), $20,000 for 
Wildwood (now $5,000); $45,000 
for the’ Marshall Simonds 
Middle School (now $25,000); 
$50,000 for the high school (now 
$30,000). 

The proposed allocation for 
systemwide maintenance - 
$115,000 - was also axed.

$22,000 the SchoolCom had 
already voted to authorize for 
that purpose from the current 
budget. 

Many Woburn principals have 
been without a raise “for some 
time,” according to the Woburn 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle” and their responsibil- 
ities have increased under ed’ 
reform. Half of Woburn’s 12 
principals have not had a raise 
in four years; four recent hires 
have not had a raise for one 
year; and two are new this year. 

Some principals, according to 
the “Times,” could potentially 
be making less than their assis- 
tant principals or more senior 
teachers. 

According to Batchelder in 
the “Times,” new contracts will 
call for performance evaluations 
to determine future raises which 
could range from zero to six 
percent. The new evaluations 
will be similar to those 
Batchelder undergoes every 
year with “categories more 
appropriate for principals,” such 
as interpersonal skills with par- 
ents and teachers, managerial 
and leadership skills, money 
management and budgeting 
skills, and components “taken 
out of effective schools 
research.”

They can do wonders 


What do we think of when we 
hear the word recycle? Of 
course, it means putting the 
glass, plastic and cans in a bin 

‘-and the newspapers in another 
“put what else? 
¢* When Ruth Cogan of the 
« Vinery, in North Reading thinks 
® of it, things come to mind like 
» how to reuse this old wooden 
b frame, odd chair or the kids 
: beat up but sentimental toy box. 
Who thought mini skirts and 
*. platform shoes would return? 
« “Old is new again,” so use your 
imagination and a little elbow 
grease. Transform the old frame 
* into a new mirror by painting it 
gold or sponge painting. 

What? How? Sounds like too 
large a project? Not really. Once 
the frame has been cleaned and 

. mirror repairs, if any, have been 
made, paint it several coats of, 
for instance, white, then after 
practicing on a piece of white 
paper, try your hand at spong- 
ing. Yes, a sea sponge works 
best, but at a cost of approxi- 
mately ten dollars. Keep in mind 
that latex and acrylic paint dry 
rather fast, so keep rinsing your 
sponge. A trusty car-washing 
sponge, broken into pieces works 
just as well. 

Proceed by lightly dipping 
the bottom ridge of your sponge 
into the chosen accent color and 
dab lightly onto the frame or 


 vinery 


chosen item. Since you want a 
blended effect, keep twisting 
and turning the sponge. 
Remember when it dries, you 
can always sponge over with a 
little white or a second color. 
Many hardware stores carry 
mirror and supplies - what have 
you got to lose. Experiment. 


Once you're feeling confident, 
add a few vines to a piece and 
maybe some flowers or ribbons 
to finish it off. 

If you summer near the sea, 
stencil on some sea shells or lit- 
tle boats, It could just be the 
perfect piece for your bath, hall- 
way or even the cottage. 

Recycle your old toy box in 
the same fashion. Sponging does 
hide a multitude of scratches 
and gives the piece a whole new 
look. What used to hold toys 
becomes a great place to store 
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sweaters, blankets or even your 
holiday ornaments. A few coats 
of sealer brings out the colors 
and helps to make your piece 
more durable.
